We understand that the committee has decided upon 
not requiring any further evidence vith reference te the 
postal contracts that had been submitted to their con- 
sideration.

Wuewn the subsidy was granted by Lord Derby's 
Government to the Galway Mail Packet Company, 
accusations of every kind were brought against Lord 
Eglinton, through whose influence and exertion the 
subsidy was granted. There were not wanting those 
who could assert that the Government grant was 
given for the purpose of gaining the solitary vote of 
Mr. Lever. Fortunately, in one respect, hostile in- 
terests procured a commission to be appointed, to 
examine into the circumstances connected with the 
Galway contract. Be just and fear not is a good 
motto to fight under, and if anything could raise the 
character of Lord Eglinton for statesmanship, heart, 
and gencrous feeling towards the country he so ably 
governed, it was the result of his examination before 
a committee intended to be hostile. 

His lordship acknowledges, with a touch of honest 
pride, that he did press strongly on the Government 
the claims of Galway as a Transatlantic packet 
station. Ile says he did so because he believed a 
station there would be most beneficial to the general 
interests of Ireland, and no small advantage to 
England. As one-third of the letters between Eng- 
land and America pass through Ireland, and as it 
was important even to England to have the shortest 
possible communication with America, he wished the 
Galway line to be established as a source of vast 
benefit to both countries. Lord Eglinton did not 
profess an anxiety to benefit Galway in preference 
to Foynes or any other station; but on his arrival 
in Ireland, for the period of his second Viceroyalty, 
he found a line of packets already established, by a 
company professing to be wealthy, and acting as 
if they were in earnest. Even though desirous of 
taking advantage of that circumstance, and of aiding 
a. company already established and working, he did 
not blindly grant Government assistance. He merely 
took care that while the claims of all other 
harbours were being examined by a Government 
Commission, those ot Galway sheuld not be over- 
looked. In no one case did Lord Eglinton commu- 
nicate with the First Lord of the Admiralty, or any 
other official except Lord Derby. Popularity fol- 
lowed this course on the part of Lord Eylintom 
but Lord Eglinton states and who will venture to 
doubt the sincerity of a nobleman whose conduct 
through public and private life has been so chival- 
rous ?—‘* that he had not popularity in view when he 
“advocated the Galway line.” There were no 
personal communications between the Irish Govern. 
ment and the promoters, beyond one or two deputa- 
tions. Numbers of petitions were presented in 
favour of the line—even from places such as Belfast, 
apparently not remote from the sphere of its influ- 
ence. As to the charge of a politica! purpose being 
entertained by the Government in aiding the Gal- 
way line, Lord Eglinton boldly states, “ that he 
“considered it the most valueless borough 
in- 
terest was concerned. Mr. Lever, indeed, did support 
the Government which had manifested so benevolent 
a policy to Ireland, but that was totally unexpected 
by Lord Eglinton. “ Nothing more surprised me,” 
said his lordship, than that Mr. Lever was going to 
“stand at all, except the communication that he was 
„going to support the Government.” There were 
“two ways of aiding the company: a large outlay 
might be expended upon the harbour, or a subsidy 
could be granted. Lord Eglinton professed to ad- 
vocate a subsidy solely “ because it would be by far 
the best for Galway. As to the amount of the 
subsidy against which the disiaterested mer- 
chasits of Liverpool and Southampton have ex- 
claimed, Lord Eglinton declares “ he never knew the 
“ amount proposed to be given until he saw it stated 
“in the newspapers.“ Nor was his preference for 
Galway the mere result of ecaprice or insufficient 
examination. Ile might, he says, have preferred 
„Cork as a station, but for the fact that the Galway 
„Company had numerous steamers already upon the 
“line, while not a step in advance was made either 
“ by Cork or Foynes, nor had the Cunard Company 
“ announced their intention of calling at Cork, upon 
“ their outward and return voyages, as they now do, 
when they found the Galway line so successful." One 
simple rule ofduty Lord Eglinton placed before him, 
a rule worthy to be the motto of all Governors— 
I considered that in my position in Ireland, I was 
bound to do all in my power to advance the social 
“ and commercial interests of the country. I consi- 
“dered that nothing could more effectually improve 
„Ireland, and that censideration alone influenced 


Lord Eglinton thus had done his utmost, and from 
the purest motives to benefit Ireland; but another 
Governor arose who knew not Ireland. Auzious to 
find a flaw, if possible, in the conduct of their pre- 


decessors, and conscious of their own system in 
granting contracts, they could not conceive how 
Lord Eglinton should be influenced merely by an 
anxiety to benefit the country which he ruled. Mean 
minds ever suspect mean designs, and the Whigsim- 
mediately exclaimed that Lord Eglinton had thrown 
a subsidy of £70,000 at the feet of Mr. Lever to pur- 
chase his single vote! Absurd as such an idea was, 
it was industriously circulated, and in some 
quarters actually belioved. The shipping interests 
of Liverpool and Seuthampton reiterated the charge ;

terest of his own country, would be willing to favour 
any scheme which would injure the prosperity of an 


Irish marine. Mr. Harvey Lewis consulted the

But Mr. Lever was partly enabled to effect what 
Mr. Lewis refused to take part in. The Montreal 
Ocean Steampacket Company, througha Mr. Capper, 
made overtures for the purchase of the line. The 
offer made by the Montreal Company was £25,000 
a year for the period the contract had to run, and 
additional advantages, provided the Goverument of 
Newfoundland should, on their part, renew this con- 
tract on its expiration. Mr. Lever states that his 
object in procuring this offer from Mr. Capper was, 
“to raise the value of the contract in the eyes of the 
“ people of Ireland,” and thus induce them to carry 
on the enterprise as an Irish undertaking. There is 
something mysterious in these mancuvres, which 
will probably be cleared up at the next meeting of 
the committee. But what a contrast is afforded 
between the tortuous, subtle, and uncertain course 
pursued by Mr. Lever and others, with the frank, 
honest, and single-minded conductof Lord Eglinton! 
In the case of the latter, the single motive was, to 
benefit Ireland in the most important way, by the 
most effectual means—the former seem to have 
thought more of “ profit’ and “ commission, and 
“ gifts to promoters,” than of the prosperity of the 
company which they had so warmly advocated as a 
national enterprise. 


Tuinrr-THREE Irish members of the House of Com- 

mons, professing various politics, were present at a 

mecting ina room of the House of Commons, on 

the first of May; many more signed the requisition 

convening the meeting, and all were unanimous. 

So unusual a circumstance was caused by no uncom- 
mon occurrence. We have spoken of the cruelty 
practised against the Irish poor, who may have spent 
the best years of their life earning in England, and 
for Englishmen. Lately we have had an aged wo- 
man who passed fifty years of her life in Liverpool, 
when compelled by stern necessity to knock at the 
workhouse door, suddenly transferred to the deck of 
a steamer, in the midst of a pitiless storm, by the 
officials of the West Derby Union, and left upon the 
quays to find a good Samaritan where she could. 
Iundreds of instances of similar cruelty have been 
chronicled by the press, as yet without avail. Our 
poor, who have added to the wealth of England, and 
who, if they acted as is usual with their countrymen, 
were not sparing of their work, are sent, worn-down 
and sorrow-stricken, to brave the elements with less 
protection than an Englishman gives his beast. 

Mr. Knight proposed that a residence of five yeare, 
spent in industry in England, should give a title to a 
settlement, so that if, after that five years’ residence, 
an Irishman passed to another district, and became 
chargeable to a parish there, he should be sent back, 
not to Ireland, on thedeck of a steamer, in a snow 
storm, but to the parish where he had obtained set- 
tlement by residence. Mr. Gregory suggested that 
no order should be given for the removal of a pauper, 
except by a magistrate on the bench. Twoclauser 
in a Bill embodying these suggestions would effec- 
tually put an cnd to those cases of deportation which 
now shock our common humanity. An industrial 
cesidence in England of three or four years should 
be a necessary qualification, and would be insisted 
on by English ratepayers for their own protection. 
On the other hand, magistrates frequently sign 
orders at their private residences which they would 
never sign upon the bench. 

We think itis only necessary that the Irish mem- 
bers should state to the House of Cemmons the 
horrors perpetrated by the operation of the present 
system. No English gentleman would aid in per- 
petuating the deportation of the poor who have 
worked in England until they could work no more. 
Only lest there be no committee. The results of the 
commission of 1855 are contained in the Parliamen- 
tary papers. The evils that commission was intended 
to remove still remain. There is a necessity for 
immediate legislation, and that can be effected by a 
few short and simple clauses, without difficulty. 


The Times on the continuance of Emigration from

The Irish emigration still continues, at a rate which 
threatens results far beyond the calculations of the evo- 
nomist, perhaps even the wishes of the statesman.

If that syphon may be regarded in any visible 
form, it is the railway system, which In the eyes of every 
Irishman appears to have one common terminus across 
the Atlantic. He sees trains of hopeful, if not happy, 
faces going off to the Land of Promise, from which rela- 
tions and friends have sent net only invitations but the 
means of accepting them. A train starts to catch an 
emigrant vessel as regularly as in England to catch a 
steamer across the Channel. The emigrant ships have 
no longer to peep into every little -- to pick up their 
passengers, They assemble at Cork, and pass in a con- 
tinuous stream, if it may be so called, across that ocean, 
which, wide as it be, is easier to an Irishman than the 
gulf which divides him from Eogland. At present it can- 
not be said that there leaves Ireland as much as the 
natural increase, but the causes in operation are 
not unlikely to make it exceed that rate, As the small 
holdingsare thrown into larger, and the farms grow to the 
Knglish scale, there must be numbers everywhere bred 
to the occupation of land, and with all the ideas ala 
to it, but unable to get holdings that will require little 
or uo capital They go across the Atlantic asa matter of 
course.

Varliamentary committees [ait year after year upon 
solated cases; and after every general election they 
sit in immense force to inquire whether this or that 
seat has been obtained by bribery. Year after year 
the effect of the evidence on the minds of simpli 
wen unacquainted with the peculiar modes of viewing 
evidence induced by the habit of sitting on legislative 
benches, is not only that gross bribery has been com- 
mitted, but that bribery is the habit of the particular 
place, and the stupid public never can understand how 
yentileman can spend so much money in elections without 
having the remotest conception how it is applied. Never 

theless the committees are rarely able to ascertain that 
any consciousness of bribery rested in the mind 
of the candidate; and very rarely is a candidate 
unseated, though many poor devils are always proved 
to have takeu gold or beer in exchange for votes. ‘The 
public are astonished and mystified, but there is no help 
for it, and acts ot larliament and parliamentary com. 
mittees notwithstanding, bribery goes on swimuningly. 

Now and then a care occurs in which the thing is

He felt bound, 
at least before Easter, to have supported the second 
reading of the bill ; but they were now told the propo- 
sals of the bill had been decided by the First Minister of 
the Crown without the consent of his colleagues. 
(Expressions of dissent from Lord John Russell.) He 
was bound to accept the denial, but Lord Granville had 
stated the fact in the House of Lords, and the noble 
lord had not contradicted it. Again, the Government 
dealt in a different manner with the subject in the two 
Houses of Parliament. In the other House, inquiries 
were going on as to the nature of the proposed constitu- 
encies ; if the inquiries proved the Government returns 
were incorrect, and the bill, on that account, was sent 
back from the Lords, so humiliating a position would 
they be ;laced in, whatever way they acted, there would 
be no safety unless they connected the representation 
with property, taxation, and intelligence. Upon this 
basis, and no other, they might effectually proceed with 
the measure. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER said he 
was puzzled by the perplexities of his right hon. friend, 
who admitted the danger of dallying. With the artful- 
ness of discussion, he reprobated the abuse of the 
privilege which seemed likely to characterise their Re- 
form debates, without any opposing motion or any 
other opportunity afforded for taking the opinion of the 
House. He called upon the House to rescue the question 
from the unseemly position in which it was kept suspended 
before the public. Admitting that by looking for every 
description ot social power they might be admitted to 
the franchise, they might have made the bill more 
complete. He declared that a simple measure was more 
likely to be well received and successfully carried. It 
was not because the present system was bad, but be- 
cause it was susceptible of improvement, that succes- 
sive Governments had pledged themselves to a Reform 
Bill, which pledges it was incumbent upon the present Go- 
vernment to falfil. Many of the points raised in the debate, 
or objections on provisions of the bill, might well be a 
matter of discussion iv committee, which were the ques- 
tions of compound householders—and fancy franchises.

refusing to admit a sufficient proportion of the working > 
classes. Ile contended that the £6 franchise admitted the 
most intelligent of the working classes, and dealt as 
satisfactorily with the quality as with the quantity of 
the new electoral body. It could, hebelieved, be de- 
monstrated that the numbers admitted under the £6 
franchisee could not possibly exceed 200,000, and would 
not probably exceed £350,000. He examined and re- 
futed in detail all arguments brought forward 
to show these. numbers would be larger, ad- 
dueingi returns of great importance recently received by 
the Government from the local authorities, whereby it 
appeared that the value and rent paid up was very 
nearly identical throughout the country, and the result 
of’this consideration, which had excited and bewildered 
the minds of the House and the country, would be, gor 
900 parishes, the addition of 2,400 voters; the result 
would be that all deductions made with a population 
of 5,000 adults, the male entire constituency would be 
about 1.200 or about 12 of the whole; no unreason- 
able proposition, in his opinion. A proportion of the 
labouring classes in the borough would be 200,000 out 
ef a constituency of 650,000. Did this justify the 
alarm raised that they were about to Americanise our 
institutions. Instead of universal suffrage they proposed 
to admit to the franchise no more than one in 20 of 
the working classes. It was not conventional arrange- 
ments at the present moment which maintained the 
Crown and the Constitution, but the affection of the 
people, and that affection would still continue to main- 
tain both when the people were admitted to the 
franchise as they had done hitherto while they were 
without it. He concluded by calling on the House, if 
they disliked the measure, to reject it openly, but not 
to adopt the unstatesmanlike and undignified course of 
wearying it out by delay. 

Mr. COLLINS protested against the imputation that 
the Opposition was chargeable with the delay which the 
bill had encountered. Ile proceeded to argue the ge- 
neral question to almost a clamorous and impatient 
House, which at last flew into a downright uproar. The 
Speakers put the question, declaring the ayes had it. 
Two or three faint noes were heard in the first instance, 
but they were not repeated, and the bill was read a 2nd 
time without opposition. 

Lord J. RUSSELL, alleging the state of public busi- 
ness, fixed the commission on the bill for the 4th of 
June.

the clothes of two young women, whom he saw them 
searching, over their heads, exposing their persons most 
indecently. To this effect he appears to have made a 
deposition before the convicting magistrates, which oc- 
casioned a material alteration of the sentence, and to 
the same effect he deposed on the inquiry mode by Mr. 
Otway. It is needless to say that if such conduct were 
roved against any male ollicer of the workhouse, the 
Counissioners would at once remove him, but they are 
enabled to acquit every officer engaged on the occasion of 
any act of indecency of the kind described. At 
the time of Mr. Fox's observation from the window, 
the character of the riot appears to have been 
extremely serious, and the mind of every officer engaged 
in quelling it must, from the descriptions given by those 
present, have been filled with considerable alarm and 
anxiety as to the consequeaces,excluding the possibility 
of any motive to such conduct as that which Mr. Fox 
has ascribed to them. The witnesses brought foward 
by Mr. Fox, in support of his charge, were female in- 
mates, some of whom were themselvesengaged in the 
tumult, but these do not depose to any acts of searching 
on the part of the male officers, with the exception of 
Eliza Dalton, the foremost and principal rioter, whose 
own account is, that her person became exposed, as 
described by Mr. Fox, in consequence of her falling 
over a bucket, in her struggle with the master. Dalton 
states that the officer Brady afterwards reckoned her 
clothes, turning them over as she sat on the floor, but 
she docs not state he exposed her person, and this 
if it took place, could scarcely be the 
proceeding alu ed to in Mr. Fox's evidence. It is 
strenuously denied on the part of the officers that any 
searching took place by them, or by any of them, and 
none of the inmates, except Dalton, accuse them of doing 
eo, and she does not charge any of them with the inde- 
cent exposure of her own person, or that of any other 
inmate, The course adopted by the Rev. Mr. Fox, and, 
so far as the Commissioners are informed, persevered in 
by him, is eminently calculated todestroy discipline, and 
to subvert the authority of the master and other officers 
over the inmates of the workhouse. The acquittal of 
these officers from the charge of grossly indecent conduct 
towards the female inmates, although founded on satis - 
factory testimony, can have little effect in restoring their 
moral influence over the inmates, so long as an officer in 
such a position as that of the Roman Catholic chaplain 
maintains against them a charge ot that description, 
and the Commissioners cannot consent to be respon 
sible for the ulterior consequences which may arise 
from the continuance of such a state of things in so large 
a workhouse. The Commissioners will take no step, 
however, until they have before them any views which 
the ians may be disposed to express on the sub- 
ject of the recent proceedings, and they suggest to 
the guardians to take the evidence into consideration 
at a future meeting; and. in the meantime, to place the 
Rev. Mr. Fox, and Mrs. Dollard the matron, respectively 
in possession of the view of their conduct herein com- 
municsted, and give them the opportunity of making 
any statement to the board in explanation which they 
wish to make.”

THE TOURMAEKEADY MURDER, 

In the matter of Thomas Lally. 

Mr. Michael Morris, on behalf of the prisoner in this case, 
applied that he should be admitted to bail, on his entering 
into recognisances with two sureties, asthe court might direct, 
It appeared that on Wednesday, the Ist of February, Mr. 
Alexander Hamilton was wilfully murdere at Tourmakeady, 
county Mayo, There was a gun shot wound on the body 
when discovered. He was seen alive at four o'clock on the 
same evening, and at ten o'clock he was found dead. It ap- 
peared from the depositions of a police-constable 
that he went to the scene of the murder, and 
close to the body found a piece of paper, which he knew 
had been used as a gun wad, from its appearance. On the 
paper was written legibly in pencil, Thos. Lally.” Counsel 
said he moved on the affidavit of the prisoner's solicitor, 
from which it appeared he was in custody since the 24th of 
February. He was prepared, and wished to take his trial 
at the last assizes, and, upon the application of the Crown, 
his trial was postponed, without assigning any reason, ‘The 


n the joint 


case, counsel stated, was purely circumstantial against 
the prisoner, and no hills had vet been found 
against him. The finding of the coroner's jury 
was that the deceased, Alexander Hamilton, was 


wilfully murdered at Tourmakeady, and it was alleged, 
the prisoner Lally was accessary thereto. Under the cir- 
cumstances, counsel submitted that it would be unfair to- 
wards the prisoner to keen him longer in custody, inasmuch 
as he had heen perfectly willing to take his trial. 

Mr. Serjeant Lawson, on behalf of the Crown, opposed the 
motion, and submitted it would be most unwise to admit the 
prisoner to bail, as the case ag inst him was very strong, 
and was at present andergoing investigation, In addition 
to the piece of paper being found near the body with the 
name Thomas lly upon it, a piece of the same 
description of paper was found in the prisoner's 
house, with the name Thomas Lally written in the same 
handwriting. There were also found in his pocket some 
slugs, the same as those fired it the deceased, and in his 
house were also two guns, one of them having the appearance 
of being recently discharged. 

The Chief Justice mqaired if the district had been pro- 
claimed at that time ? 

Mr. Serjeant Lawson said not, but he understood 
it had been since proclaimed, When the policeman 
found the gun, Lally expressed an unwillingness to allow 
him to see it, but it had evidently being, but a short time 
discharged. If the Crown were unable to procure sufficient 
evidence against the prisoner by the next assizes, they would

Joha Dunphy v. John Fí Hennessy. 

Counsel in this case, on behalf of the defendant, meved to 
set aside the first count in the sammensand plaint, as being 
emberrassing and frivolous. The action, it red, arove 
out of a contract by the defendant, the member of Parlia- 
ment for the King’s County, that in consideration of the 
plaintiff's hiring care at the last election, and driving through 
the country on his behalf, the defendant would save bim 
harmless and indemnify him from all * and ex- 
penses. The defendant, it seems, did hire the cars and 
drive them through the country, but was not saved harm- 
lese, because certain legal proceedings were taken against 
him, whereby, he alleged, be suffered in his good name, fame, 
an! reputation. 

Mr. Gamble, counsel for the defendant, stated that it was 
impossible for bis client to plead to this action, as he could 
not find out from the pleadings what the cause of action 
was. If it was intended to be for services rendered, itshould 
anpear what those services were. The defendant never knew 
nor heard of the plaintiff, and did net believe he bad been 
employed on his behalf in any way whatever. Whether it 
was that the plaintiff had a placard on his ear with the name 
of Hennessy upon it did not appear from the plaint. There 
was no statement in the bill of particulars that he (plaintiff) 
had paid anything, or was out of pocket at all. Counsel con- 
tended that the plaintiff had not any real cause of action, 
but merely instituted his proceedings for the purpose of an- 
nevance, ’ 

he Court were of opinion the count could not be sus- 
tained, but that the plaintiff, if so advised, might be at Liberty 
to a The question of costs was reserved. 

Mr. D. C. Heron appeared for the plaintiff, 

Clarke v. Wright.
